Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: discussed the proposed amended claims 1 and 4 (see attached) and 
the patent to Krevor and it's teachings. Applicant's representative set forth the teachings of Krevor uses a plurality of 
layers where the damping effect is provided by the interior layer where the inner and outer layers confine it, and that it 
is not intended to conduct fluids with closed ends. Based upon the examiners reading of the reference to Krevor at 
least one layer meets the limitations of th claim as set forth in the previous office action, and therefore meets the 
current claim language. With respect to the ends being closed, it is considered that the layer in question being tubular 
is capable of being used for flow, however, pending placing a limitation in the claims that the ends are open to allow 
flow through and arguments as to why this would not be readable under the patent to Krevor, such may put the 
application in condition for allowance pending further search and consideration. However, since this application is 
under final rejection and the above would be a new issue, such an argument may not be entered at this time due to the 
required further consideration. 
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
